This danger 
is greatly increased as so o n as 
the child enters school because 
there so many new human con­ 
tacts are made, carriers of germs 
from other households. Against 
many of these, some o f the worst, 
medical science can furnish im­ 
munity by vaccination. It is the 
greatest boon medical science has 
to offer humanity. 
Let us review the list. 
Who o ping Co ugh Mo st Dangero us 
Whoop ing cough is today the 
greatest baby-killer 
o n earth. This 
honor used to be reserved for 
dip htheria, but since the univer­ 
sal vaccination against dip htheria 
in children of p reschool and school 
age began about 20 years ago , 
dip htheria is a rare disease. 
Scarlet fever has beco me ao 
mild, for some reaso n no bo dy un­ 
derstands, that the death rate in 
the whole po pulatio n is to day 1 
to 100 of w*hat it was 50 y ears ago . 
This is not due to wide v accina­ 
tio n against scarlet fev er, but 
seema to be a natural ex ample o f 


ebb and flow. Scarlet fever may 
be a disap p earing disease, or it 
may be due for an increase in viru­ 
lence. 
At any rate, that leaves whoop ­ 
ing cough and measles as the 
chief killers and whoop ing cough 
is a far more dangerous disease 
than measles. For measles there is 
no known method of vaccination 
or p revention, so p erhap s the best 
thing is to let the growing child 
have an attack and get it over 
with. 
Whoop ing cough does damage 
by its comp lications—p neumonia 
and the after-effects on the cen­ 
tral nervous system, leading to 
sp eech disorders, tardy and inco­ 
ordinated walking and mental tar­ 
diness. 
Prevention of whoop ing cough 
is p ossible with the Sauer vac­ 
cine. It must be given early in 
life because whoop ing cough is a 
disease of infancy. No bad results 
have been rep orted from its use. 
The vaccine is given in three 
doses hyp odermically at inter­ 
vals of one to three weeks. The 
immunity lasts five to eight years, 
which covers the p eriod of great­ 
est suscep tibility. There are about 
10 to 15 p er cent failures, but the 
disease is so fraught with danger 
that these should be risked.

In the rare cases of obstruction 
of the bile ducts from cancer of 
the head of the p ancreas the X-ray 
shows a dilated gallbladder.
